PROPOSED  ZONING  OBDINANGE 

for  the 

TOWN  OF  BOW.  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

ARTICLE  I. 

Preamble 

In  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  51, 
Sections  50-71,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942,  as 
amended  by  Chapters  110  and  278  of  the  Laws  of  New 
Hampshire  1949,  and  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
health,  safety,  morals,  prosperity,  convenience  or  general 
welfare,  as  well  as  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  process 
of  development,  of  the  incorporated  Town  of  Bow,  New 
Hampshire,  by  securing  safety  from  fire,  panic  and  other 
dangers,  providing  adequate  areas  between  buildings  and 
various  rights  of  way,  by  preserving  the  rural  charm  now 
attached  to  our  town,  the  promotion  of  good  civic  design 
and  arrangements,  wise  and  efficient  expenditure  of  public 
funds,  and  the  adequate  provision  of  public  utilities  and 
other  public  requirements,  and  by  other  means,  now  there- 
fore the  following  ordinance  is  enacted  by  the  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Bow,  New  Hampshire  in  official  meeting  con- 
vened. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Districts 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  of  Bow 
is  divided  into  districts  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  and  dated  March  1,  1954,  and  in- 
cluding the  following:  (1)  Residential  District;  (2)  Resi- 
dential and  Agricultural  District;  (3)  Commercial  Dis- 
trict; (4)  Industrial  District. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  certain  terms  are 
defined  as  provided  in  this  section. 


A.  Home  produce  and  products  means  and  includes 
everything  of  an  agricultural  nature  grown,  pro- 
duced, conditioned,  or  otherwise  carried  on  the 
property  of  the  resident,  also  such  articles  as  are 
manufactured  or  altered  by  members  of  the  house- 
hold of  the  bona  fide  resident  of  any  property. 

B.  Right  of  way  means  and  includes  all  town,  state  and 
federal  highways  and  the  land  on  either  side  of 
same  as  covered  by  statutes  to  determine  the  width 
of  rights  of  way. 

C.  Permanent  residents.  A  family  shall  be  considered 
permanent  residents  when  they  have  used  any  build- 
ing continuously  as  a  residence  for  a  period  of  six 
months  or  more. 

D.  Tourist  home  shall  mean  any  place  consisting  of  a 
room  or  groups  of  rooms  located  on  one  premises 
where  transient  accommodations  for  sleeping  or 
living  purposes  for  not  more  than  six  persons  are 
provided  for  a  price. 

E.  Front  yard.  A  space  extending  for  the  full  width 
of  a  lot  between  the  extreme  front  line  of  a  building 
and  the  nearest  side  of  the  right  of  way. 

F.  Frontage  shall  mean  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering 
on  the  public  right  of  way. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
General  Provisions 

Section  I.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  continuance  of  any  ex- 
isting use  of  land  or  buildings,  but  when 
any  non-conforming  use  is  discontinued  for 
at  least  one  year  the  land  or  building  must 
thereafter  be  used  in  conformity  to  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  II.  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  storage  of  dis- 
carded  machinery,   vehicles   or  other  scrap 


materials  shall  be  maintained  in  any  Resi- 
dential or  Commercial  district. 

Section  III.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any  land  in  any  Dis- 
trict shall  permit  the  outside  of  any  build- 
ing or  other  structure  or  fire  ruins  to  be  left 
unfinished  or  incompleted  thereon  but  shall 
finish  or  complete  or  remove  the  same  within 
5  years. 

Section  IV.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  the  construction  of  accessory 
buildings  not  used  for  living  purposes,  to- 
gether with  minor  alterations,  repairs  and 
general  upkeep  of  existing  buildings  but  in 
no  case  such  accessory  building  be  located 
nearer  than  forty-five  (45)  feet  of  the  een- 
terline  of  the  nearest  public  road. 

Section  V.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent  a 
resident  from  rebuilding  on  an  existing 
foundation  in  case  of  fire. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Residential  District 

The  Residential  District  shall  enjoy  the  following  pro- 
visions : 

1.  It  shall  be  a  District  mainly  of  farms  and  resi- 
dences. 

2.  No  building  shall  house  more  than  two  families  as 
permanent  residents,  without  the  sanction  of  Board 
of  Adjustment. 

3.  Every  new  building  shall  be  set  back  45  feet  from 
the  center  of  the  road  or  such  distance  as  shall  eon- 
form  to  the  line  of  existing  buildings  on  adjacent 
property.  All  new  buildings  or  structures  shall 
be  set  back  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  from  the  side 
and  not  less  than  ten  feet  from  the  rear  property 
line. 


4.  Home  produce  and  products  may  be  bought  and 
sold  and  exposed  for  sale  in  this  District. 

5.  Tourist  homes  may  be  maintained  and  operated  in 
this  District. 

6.  Residences  may  be  used  to  house  such  uses  by  the 
owner  or  tenant  as  offices  for  doctor,  engineer, 
architect,  lawyer,  real  estate  and  insurance,  or 
other  recognized  profession,  or  such  home  occupa- 
tion as  hairdressing,  dressmaking,  manufacture  of 
craft  products  for  sale,  or  manufacture  of  food 
products,  except  that  the  number  of  pei*sons  em- 
ployed at  any  one  location  shall  not  number  more 
than  four  persons  at  any  one  time  in  addition  to 
the  owner  or  tenant. 

7.  Churches  and  schools  are  permitted  in  this  district. 

8.  Property  owners  of  enterprises  shall  be  allowed  two 
advertising  signs  for  products  sold  on  the  premises, 
such  signs  not  to  total  over  fifteen  square  feet  in 
area.  Also  one  or  more  signs  pertaining  to  the 
lease,  sale  or  use  of  a  lot  or  building  on  which 
placed,  which  shall  not  exceed  a  total  area  five 
square  feet. 

9.  Frontage.  Each  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  of  at 
least  100  feet. 

10.     Minimum   land   area.     No   lot  shall  be  less  than 
15,000  square  feet. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Residential  and  Agricultural  District 

The  Residential  and  Agricultural  District  shall  enjoy 
the  following  ]:)rovisions : 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  under 
the  same  provisions  as  apply  to  residences  in  that 
District. 


2.  General  farming  including  horticulture,  dairying, 
livestock  and  poultry  raising,  and  other  agricul- 
tural enterprises  or  uses,  or  the  raising  of  animals 
for  other  purposes  are  permitted  in  this  District. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Commercial  District. 

The  following  shall   be  permitted  in  the  Commercial 
District. 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  under 
the  same  provisions  as  apply  to  residences  in  that 
District. 

2.  Lodging  houses,  apartment  houses,  hotels,  motels, 
tourist  courts  or  cabins,  including  such  retail  busi- 
nesses within  these  permitted  buildings  as  are  con- 
ducted for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  or 
guests. 

3.  Shops,  restaurants  and  other  retail  or  wholesale 
businesses. 

4.  Garages,  parking  lots  and  filling  stations. 

5.  Business  offices  and  banks. 

6.  Theaters,  halls,  clubs. 

7.  Storage  for  retail  and  wholesale  business. 

8.  No  building  in  this  district  shall  be  located  within 
20  feet  of  any  public  right-of-way. 

9.  If  any  proposed  use  is  such  to  attract  vehicles, 
ample  space  shall  be  provided  on  the  property  to 
accommodate  all  such  vehicles  attracted  by  the 
business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Industrial  District 

The  following  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Industrial  Dis- 
trict : 


1.  All  uses  permitted  in  other  districts  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  this  district. 

2.  Manufacturing. 

3.  The  storage  of  and  facilities  for  the  distribution 
and  processing  of  petroleum  products,  coal  prod- 
victs,  wood,  lumber,  fertilizer,  grains,  etc. 

4.  No  building  in  this  District  shall  be  located  within 
20  feet  of  any  public  right-of-way. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
New  Development 

A.  The  owner  of  any  plot  of  ground  intended  for  de- 
velopment or  sub-division  into  building  lots  shall 
file  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  plan  or  map  of 
the  proposed  subdivision,  and  shall  obtain  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  thereon  before 
proceeding  with  the  development  or  sale  of  lots 
in  the  said  subdivision. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
inspect  the  site  of  such  proposed  subdivision,  and 
to  require  such  roadway  and  other  areas  for  com- 
mon use  as  will  eventually  be  acceptable  to  the  town 
for  maintenance  by  the  town,  and  to  approve  the 
same  when  satisfied  that  such  proposed  plans  are 
in  harmony  with  and  conducive  to  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  town  and  the  neighborhood,  and  not 
detrimental  to  existing  property  values,  but  in  no 
sense  shall  this  be  deemed  an  acceptance  by  the 
town  of  the  street  or  streets. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Enforcement 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
the  Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 


2.  There  shall  be  an  Inspector  of  Buildings  who  shall 
be  the  same  as  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  for  the 
Town  Building  Regulations. 

3.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  any  and  all 
building  certificates  requested  when  such  certificate 
is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

4.  After  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful to  erect  any  building  to  be  used  as  a  residence 
or  alter  the  bulk  of  a  residence,  or  relocate  any 
building  used  as  a  residence  in  any  District  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  certificate  from  the  Building 
Inspector. 

5.  No  certificate,  however,  shall  be  issued  unless  the 
proposed  structure  will  present  a  reasonable  ap- 
pearance and  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  neighbor- 
hood and  unless  the  building  is  to  be  finished  on 
the  exterior  in  a  permanent  manner  and  is  to  be 
suitably  painted  on  the  outside  Avhenever  the  same 
is  of  wood  or  a  material  customarily  painted.  This 
is  intended  to  eliminate  the  erection  of  structures 
obviously  out  of  place  for  the  neighborhood  where 
they  are  to  be  located  and  which  may  have  a 
detrimental  effect  on  the  property  values  and 
neighborhood  character.  When  an  objection  on  the 
account  of  the  appearance  of  a  proposed  structure, 
as  above  dictated,  is  raised  by  a  majority  of  the 
families  residing  or  owning  property  within  a 
radius  of  500  feet  of  the  property  in  question,  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to 
receive  the  evidence  on  both  sides  and  shall  have 
the  authority  to  decide  whether  the  certificate  shall 
be  issued  or  not. 

6.  Upon  any  well  founded  information  that  this  Ordi- 
nance is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall,  on 
their    own    initiative,    take    immediate    steps    to 
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enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  seeking 
an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  or  by  any  other 
legal  action. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

Board  of  Adjustment 

The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment, 
conforming  in  membership  and  duties  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  51,  Sec.  56-63  inclusive  of  the  Revised  Laws  of 
New  Hampshire  1942,  as  amended,  said  Board  to  serve 
without  compensation.  This  citizen  board  shall  have 
authority  to  alloAv  slight  variances  from  the  specific  terms 
of  this  Ordinance,  where  it  can  be  shown  that  unnecessary 
hardship  would  otherwise  result. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

Amendment 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of 
any  legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment  is  pub- 
lished in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting,  and  when 
such  amendment  has  received  a  public  hearing,  which  hear- 
ing has  been  advertised  and  given  a  legal  fifteen  day 
notice. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 
Saving  Clause 
The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

ARTICLE  XIV 
When  Effective 
This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


ESTABLISHMENT  OF  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 
AND  AUTHORIZATION  OF  A  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

Building  Regrulations  Suggested  for  Town  Adoption 

1.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  annually  and  shall  be  the  administrative 
officer  of  this  Ordinance  with  an  annual  salary  of  one 
dollar  ($1.00). 

2.  No  application  for  a  certificate  required  by  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  receive  action  by  the  Building  Inspector 
unless  made  in  writing  and  accompanied  by  a  pencil 
sketch  or  plan  of  the  proposed  building. 

3.  Upon  receiving  such  application  it  shall  be  the  sole 
duty  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  take  action  within 
10  days  and  issue  the  certificate  in  writing  over  his 
signature.  If,  however,  he  finds  the  proposal  in  any 
conflict  with  the  law  or  this  Ordinance  he  shall  refer 
it  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

4.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected,  unless  in 
compliance  with  the  following : 

a.  Minimum  building  area :  Every  dwelling  unit  to 
be  used  by  a  single  family  shall  have  a  minimum 
ground  floor  area  of  three  hundred  square  feet. 

b.  Foundations:  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid 
foundations  of  cement,  brick,  stone  or  other  ac- 
ceptable masonry  except  that  in  special  cases 
where  buildings  are  to  be  used  for  accessory  use, 
industrial  use,  seasonal  residence  or  other  tempo- 
rary residence  use,  warehouse  and  the  like,  the 
Building  Inspector  may  Avaive  the  requirements  of 
this  section  and  permit  the  use  of  wood,  metal  or 
masonry  piers. 

c.  Buildings  must  be  framed  according  to  good  build- 
ing practices  and  outside  walls  shall  be  covered 
with  permanent  materials  customarily  used  such  as 
wood  or  fire  resistant  shingles,  sidings,  clapboards. 
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brick,  stucco,  concrete  or  cinder  block,  or  other 
acceptable  materials. 

Roofs:     No  roof  of  any  building  shall  be  covered 
or  recovered  in  whole  or  in  part  save  with  non- 
combustible  or  fire  resistant  roofing  materials. 
Chimney  Construction: 

1.  Chimnej^s  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick, 
cement  or  cinder  blocks  to  the  ground;  or 
cellar  bottom  where  there  is  one,  each  shall  be 
be  lined  with  flue  lining  tile  and  extend  at  least 
two  (2)  feet  above  the  roof  to  which  it  belongs, 
and  shall  have  a  clean-out  opening  at  the  base. 
All  entrances  to  said  chimnej'  shall  be  of  fire- 
proof construction.  Chimneys  shall  not  be 
used  to  support  beams  or  timbers  in  any  man- 
ner and  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  a 
1-inch  clear  space  on  all  sides. 

2.  No  smoke  pipes  shall  be  installed  or  erected  so 
as  to  be  Avithin  twelve  (12)  inches  of  any  com- 
bustible floor,  ceiling,  wall  or  partition,  unless 
amply  protected  with  non-combustible  ma- 
terial. No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or 
erected  which  passes  into  or  through  partitions 
or  walls  of  combustible  material,  except  when 
guarded  by  a  double  collar  of  metal  with  air 
space  of  at  least  five  (5)  inches,  or  by  at  least 
five  (5)  inches  of  brick  or  other  non-combus- 
tible material  between  the  pipe  and  the  com- 
bustible material. 

Electric  wiring.  All  electrical  wiring  shall  con- 
form with  approved  methods  and  practices  for 
safety  to  life  and  property.  Compliance  with  the 
National  Electrical  Code,  as  published  by  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  shall  be  the 
prima  facie  evidence  of  such  approved  methods 
and  practices. 
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g.  Sewage :  All  dwellings  and  all  commercial,  public 
or  industrial  buildings  shall  be  connected  to  a 
private  sewage  disposal  system. 

h.  Exceptions:  The  construction  of  accessory  build- 
ings not  used  for  living  purposes,  together  with 
minor  alterations,  repairs  and  general  upkeep  of 
existing  buildings  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance. 

5.  Board  of  Adjustment:  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a 
Board  of  Adjustment  of  five  members,  said  Board  of 
Adjustment  to  serve  without  compensation.  The 
Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  authority  to  allow 
slight  variances  from  the  specific  terms  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, where  it  can  be  shown  that  unnecessary  hard- 
ship would  otherwise  result. 

6.  Enforcement:  Upon  any  well-founded  information 
that  this  Ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen 
shall,  on  their  own  initiative,  take  immediate  steps 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

7.  Takes  effect:  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Bow  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March,  next  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  tOAvn  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  as 
submitted  by  the  budget  committee. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  be  used  in  the  reconstruction  of 
Grandview  road,  from  the  corner  at  Bow  Mills  to  the 
school  house. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund 
to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  new  fire  station. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund 
to  be  used  to  replace  highway  equipment. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Building 
Regulations  as  submitted  by  the  Planning  Board.  By 
Ballot. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  submitted  by  the  Planning  Board.  By  Bal- 
lot.

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PEOPLE  PLAY  A  VITAL  PART  IN  OUR  FOREST 
FIRE  PROBLEMS 

A  review  of  the  1953  fire  season  proves  the  vital  part 
people  play  in  the  never  ending  battle  to  prevent  forest 
fires. 

In  this  fire  district  there  were  133  fires  in  26  of  the 
district's  30  towns ;  409  acres  were  burned  over  and  it  cost 
$9,499.97  to  extinguish  them.  This  figure  was  reduced 
somewhat  through  payment  of  fire  costs  by  persons  re- 
sponsible for  illegal  fires,  fires  which  escaped  from  con- 
trol and  fires  caused  by  their  carelessness.  Costs  were 
abnormally  high  this  year  due  to  protracted  periods  of  dry 
weather  which  increased  the  difficulty  of  extinguishing 
fires. 

Eighty-eight  percent  of  the  133  fires  were  man-eaused 
and  could  have  been  prevented.  They  tell  a  story  which 
needs  to  be  carefully  studied.  Some  people  were  care- 
less in  disposing  of  smoking  material  and  camp  fires; 
others  burned  without  the  required  warden  permit — dis- 
regarding weather,  forest  conditions  and  the  normal  safe- 
guards recognized  and  considered  by  the  warden  in  is- 
suing permits.  Other  fires  resulted  from  children  play- 
ing with  matches,  careless  handled  fireworks,  faulty  rail- 
road and  truck  equipment,  etc. 

These  fires  cost  a  lot  to  extinguish,  most  of  which  could 
have  been  avoided — this  affects  taxes;  local  business  was 
interrupted  by  men  leaving  their  jobs  to  extinguish  the 
fires;  trees  that  might  otherwise  have  built  houses,  re- 
paired bridges  and  supplied  raw  materials  for  local  in- 
dustries were  destroyed;  seedling  growth — the  future 
timber  crop  was  wiped  out. 

This  picture  can,  however,  be  reversed  if  people  who 
offend  could  be  impressed  with  the  importance  of  ob- 
serving the  simple  but  essential  common  sense  safeguards 
that  will  prevent  forest  fires.    They  are : 
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1.  Care  in  disposing  of  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  in  and  near  woodlands. 

2.  Care  in  selecting  camp  fire  sites  and  completely  ex- 
tinguishing them. 

3.  Consultation  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  be- 
fore burning  to  secure  the  required  permit. 

People  play  a  vital  part  in  our  forest  fire  problem. 
It  is  EVERYONE'S  job  to  HELP  PREVENT  FOREST 
FIRES.

REPORT  OF  BAKER  FREE  LIBRARY 


The  library  trustees  have  asked  me  to  write  an  annual 
report,  believing  that  the  people  of  Bow  should  know 
about  events  at  the  library. 

I  have  just  completed  my  first  year,  endeavoring  to 
make  the  Baker  Free  Library  and  its  contents  known 
to  every  family.  We  had  a  total  circulation  of  3,618 
books.  The  month  of  December  was  our  greatest  with 
411  books  discharged.  October,  November,  March  and 
September  followed  in  that  order  with  over  300  books. 

Inventory  was  taken,  and  I  found  that  we  have  a  total 
of  4,119  books;  of  these,  1,206  are  juveniles,  2,913  are 
adults.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-three  new  books  have 
been  added  this  year.  Mr.  Henry  Baker  gave  his  personal 
library  at  the  time  of  building.  These  books  total  2,398 
and  are  mostly  classics. 

We  held  our  first  open  house  on  November  20  and  it 
was  fairly  successful.  A  new  bulletin  board  has  been 
hung  and  from  time  to  time  items  have  been  placed  in  the 
newspaper. 

The  Baker  Free  Library  and  its  librarian  are  at  your 
service  at  all  times.  1  will  be  glad  to  assist  you  and 
your  children  in  finding  reading  material,  both  for  educa- 
tional purposes  and  for  your  pleasure.  Book  reviews  and 
talks  will  be  given  if  desired.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOW  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  Bow  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment has  answered  29  alarms;  3  house  and  barn  fires,  4 
chimney  fires,  1  truck,  8  grass  and  brush  fires,  5  out  of 
town  calls,  3  rubbish,  1  over  heated  furnace,  1  call  for 
a  high  tension  line  down  and  3  unnecessary  calls. 

The  buildings  involved  in  the  3  house  and  barn  fires 
had  a  total  valuation  of  $33,100.00.  The  gross  loss  on 
these  fires  was  $16,199.66.  The  insurance  paid  on  these 
losses  was  $11,399.66,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  $4,800.00.  On 
Mutual  Aid  we  Avere  called  out  to  help  our  neighbors  5 
times;  3  times  to  Concord,  1  time  to  Allenstown,  and  we 
sent  a  crew  each  day  for  a  week  to  the  Mt.  Shaw  fire  in 
Ossipee.  We  called  on  Concord  3  times  and  greatly  ap- 
preciated their  assistance. 

We  have  added  an  E  and  J  Resuscitator  to  our  equip- 
ment and  a  number  of  the  men  in  the  department  have 
spent  a  lot  of  time  practicing  with  it.  In  April  we  voted 
to  incorporate  the  fire  department  as  a  non-profit  corpora- 
tion. In  October  we  ran  a  pair  of  wires  from  the  fire 
station  to  the  chief's  house  on  Grand  View  Road  so  that 
the  fire  alarm  can  be  sounded  from  there.  This,  I  hope, 
is  the  start  of  a  fire  alarm  system. 

We  raised  $409.00  from  the  sale  of  scrap  paper  and 
$15.00  from  scrap  iron.  The  fire  department  dances  from 
January  through  May  netted  us  $646.00.  We  have  added 
$1,030.00  to  our  Building  Fund  which,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  totaled  $2,925.00.  This  winter  we  were  unable  to 
obtain  the  use  of  the  Grange  Hall,  so  our  hopes  of  raising 
$1,000.00  on  dances  during  the  winter  were  not  realized. 
The  Bow  Community  Men's  Club  made  us  a  present  of 
$50.00  which  was  used  toward  the  purchase  of  5  rubber 
coats.    They  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Senator  Robert  W.  Upton  has  given  to  the  town  of 
Bow,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  lot  of  land 
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directly  across  from  our  present  fire  station.  This  will 
give  us  enough  land  for  our  new  fire  station  and  a  large 
drill  and  parking  area. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  officers  and  members  of  both 
the  Fire  Department  and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  all  our 
friends  for  their  continued  help  and  cooperation. 

Please  report  all  fires  as  soon  as  they  are  discovered.

Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  verified.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bow : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
the  school  of  Bow. 

Teaching  Staff 

In  March  of  1953  Mr.  Edward  Clay,  who  had  served  as 
principal  during  the  past  four  j^ears,  asked  to  be  released 
from  his  contract  in  order  to  accept  a  similar  position  in 
the  Littleton  (N.  H.)  Elementary  School.  The  School 
Board  felt  that  it  should  not  deny  Mr.  Clay  the  profes- 
sional advancement  offered,  and  Avith  regret  granted  his 
request.  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers 
College  was  secured  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

This  past  fall  a  seventh  classroom  unit  was  set  up  in 
the  basement  room  with  Mrs.  Mary  Mulligan  of  Concord  as 
teacher.  Mrs.  Mulligan  was  no  stranger  to  the  pupils  and 
statf  as  she  had  on  many  occasions  served  as  a  substitute 
teacher. 

Enrollments 

The  present  enrollment  in  the  Bow  Elementary  School 
is  200,  nineteen  more  than  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 
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Our  anticipated  enrollments  for  the  five-year  period  of 
1953-58,  based  on  our  present  enrollments  and  pre-school 
census  data,  indicate  the  following : 

1953-54  200 

1954-55  209 

1955-56  210 

1956-57  204 

1957-58  206 

Although  the  above  figures  indicate  a  levelling  off  at 
around  210,  our  experience  in  the  past  in  projecting  our 
enrollment  figures  has  been  on  the  conservative  side,  since 
additional  pupils  move  into  our  town  each  j^ear  and  cause 
us  to  raise  our  previous  figures.  (Our  present  figures  are 
nearly  7%  in  excess  of  those  forecast  last  year.) 

If  the  district  approves  of  the  plan  proposed  by  the 
School  Board,  and  approved  by  the  Budget  Committee, 
the  construction  of  two  new  classrooms  will  allow  for  one 
grade  per  room  next  fall.  Such  an  arrangement  will  elimi- 
nate the  present  large  combination  grades  and  all  groups 
will  average  around  25  pupils  with  but  two  groups  over 
30. 

Capital  Improvements 

As  authorized  by  the  last  annual  meeting,  a  new  septic 
tank  and  discharge  was  completed  last  fall  and  the  neces- 
sary connections  will  be  made  this  spring  or  summer. 

The  present  plan  of  the  School  Board  calls  for  a  two- 
room  addition,  with  a  full  basement  to  be  available  for 
various  activities  of  the  school  and  community.  The  pres- 
ent basement  room  will  be  converted  into  office  and  teacher 
area,  with  the  former  teachers'  room  being  discontinued  in 
order  to  widen  the  stairs  leading  from  the  first  floor  to 
the  basement. 

The  plans  also  call  for  the  location  of  a  new  heating 
unit  in  the  area  provided  when  the  school  was  renovated 
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some  five  years  ago.     The  school  cafeteria  can  then  be 
enlarged  to  meet  the  growing  need.
